Response to Arguments 

Applicant in his Remarks attacks the Mura reference (page 5) alleging that the reference circuit protects against over voltage at the input 
source, "rather than to prevent over voltage on the capacitor^. However, Mura explicitly states (col. 6. lines 54 - 62), "The voltage regulator 
means 41 operates to limit the charging current and voltage developed on the charge capacitor 12 as follows. As the engine 
speed Increases, the magnitude of the charging voltage on the charge capacitor Increases, and may exceed device ratings due to 
component tolerances. The triggering means or varistor 52a conducts when the voltage of the charge capacitor increases above a 
predetermined value or the breakdown value of the varistor". This text leaves no doubt that the Mura circuit protects the capacitor against 
over voltages. 

Applicant further alleges that there Is not motivation for combining two references. However, the motivation is explicitly stated in the Office 
Action. 
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
